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City Council Creates New Ordinances 
To Restrict Train Noise, Traffic nS -UpS 


A longtime dream of Romulus City 
Councilman Ellis Penningtoncame true 
on Monday, August 14, when he and his 
fellow Councilmen approved the sec- 
ond reading and final adoption of ordi- 
nances restricting the use of train 
whistles and limiting the amount of time 
that trains can obstruct traffic at railroad 
crossings. 

"Fortoo long, the residents of Romu- 
lus — especially the senior citizens who 
live at the Romulus Tower — have been 
bothered by train whistles blasting at all 
hours of the night," Pennington told The 
Romulus News. "My colleagues and | 
spent years trying to get the railroads to 
address this and other complaints, but 
we never received much cooperation. 

"Now," he continued, "our City at- 
torney has helped us find a way to 
regulate some of the more annoying 
problems associated with these trains. 
It's a real victory for all of us." 

The ordinance which addresses the 
noise problem states, in part, "No per- 
son shall blow or cause to be blown a 
steam or compressed air whistle or ring 
the bellof any locomotive within the City 


of Romulus for the purpose of signaling 
between sunset and sunrise unless 
mandated by state or federal regula- 
tions or there is an emergency,” and 
sets amaximum penalty of $500 infines 
and/or 90 days' imprisonment for viola- 
tion. 

The "traffic obstruction" ordinance 
states, in part, "It is unlawful for a rail- 
road company to permit any of its trains 
to obstruct any vehicular traffic on pub- 
lic streets or highways for a period of 
more than five (5) minutes at any one 
time, except the obstruction shall notbe 
considered a violation under the follow- 
ing circumstances: (1) If the train is 
continuously moving in the same direc- 
tion at notless than 10 miles per hour for 
not longer than 7 minutes. (2) If the 
railroad can show that the incident oc- 
curred as a result of a verifiable acci- 
dent, mechanical failure, or unsafe con- 
dition." Penalty for violation of the ordi- 
nance will be a maximum of $500 
($1,000 if the railroad or engineer is 
willfully, deliberately, and negligently 
blocking vehiculartraffic) and/or 90 days' 
imprisonment.
